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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/ Restriction 

1. Claims 6, 12-15, 20, 22-24, 37, 40-43, 48, 50-52 and 62-77 are withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species. No 
allowable generic or linking claim was indicated in the restriction. The Applicant timely 
traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 1 1/15/04. 

While noted as an elected claim by the Applicant, the Examiner has withdrawn claim 43 
from consideration based on the claim 43 depending on non-elected claim 42, and because the 
Applicant indicated similar claim 15 was non-elected. 

The Applicant's arguments regarding claims 1 and 30 being generic are convincing, 
hence claims 1 and 30 are recognized as generic claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 39 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 39, line 1, "the RSD" lacks antecedent basis 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this 
country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-5,7-11, 16-19, 21, 29-36, 38-39, 44-47, 49 and 57-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
102(b) as being anticipated by Chow et al. (US 5556423). Chow et al. disclose a photoelectric artificial 
retina device/ method for placement in the subretinal space of the eye to correct disease of the choroids 
layer. Independent surface electrode microphotodiode(s) (ISEMCP(s)) induce visual sensation of light 
and dark in tissue overlying the electrode and in the inner retinal cells surrounding the electrode 
(abstract; col. 1 @ 12-23; col. 1 @ 65 - col. 2 @ 55; col. 6 @ 9-25 and 41-58; col. 8 @ 45-54).
